FORSYORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  v;-ith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  vrorking  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture j     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years ^  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers ,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shov^ing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  co\anty  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  ■'Jork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  34  and  36. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws - 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
vrould  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGPJCUL TUBAL  STATISTICS  -  PLYivIOUIH  COUNTY 

Plymoutli  Coianty  was  established  ty  aia  act  of  the  legislature  in  January, 
1851,  and  named  for  the  Plymouth  colony  of  Massachusetts. 

In  the  summer  of  1856,  eight  men  and  their  families  took  claims  in  the 
valley  of  the  Big  Sioux  Elver.     In  July,  they  laid  out  a  town  ¥/hich  they 
named  Westfieldo     The  same  year,   several  other  men  and  their  families  took 
claims  along  the  Floyd  P.ivero     The  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  el- 
ection of  its  officers  on  the  12th  of  October,  1858,     The  place  first  recog- 
nized as  the  county-seat  was  the  village  of  Melbourne  on  the  Ployd  Pdver, 
Westfield,  a  competitor  for  the  honor,  was  abandoned  for  a  time  in  1860  because 
of  a  nearby  settlement  of  half-breed  Indianso     The  torn  of  Lemars  was  platted 
in  the  summer  of  1869,  soon  after  the  completion  of  the  lov^a  Falls  and  Sioux 
City  Pail road  to  that  point,     John  I.  Blair,  mio  built  the  road,  visited  the 
pla-ce  v/ith  a  company  of  officials  and  a  party  of  ladies.     It  was  decided  that 
the  initials  of  the  ladies'  first  names  v/ere  to  form  the  name  of  the  to^vn. 
The  letters,  v/hen  arranged,  would  form  either  Lemars  or  Selmar;   the  ladies 
selected  Lemars  by  bgillot.    At  a  general  election  in  1872  Lemars  was  chosen 
as  the  county- se at o  l/ 

This  county  was  the  scene  of  one  of  the  largest  colonization  and  invest- 
ment enterprises  ever  promoted  in  the  state.     The  Close  Brothers,  Investment 
Bankers  of  England,  formed  The  Iowa  Land  Company,  purchased  several  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  Plymouth  County,  and  colonized  the  farms  "with  Englishmeno 
This  company  was  listed  on  the  London  Stock  Exchange  as  having  capital  stock 
of  $5,500,000.    Many  of  the  younger  "nobility"  came  to  this  colony  and  British 
customs  ?/ere  observed.     Thoroughbred  stock  v/as  sent  over  and  to  this  day  there 
are  descendants  of  this  stock  in  the  county.    However,  drought,  grasshoppers, 
bitter  winters,  high  expenses,  and  the  scarcity  of  fuel  caused  many  of  the 
colonists  to  lose  their  enthusiasm  and  the  enterprise  disintegra.ted.  This 
axtivitj'  occurred  in  the  1880 's,  2/ 

Area 

Plymouth  County  has  an  area  of  856  square  miles  3/  and  contains  547,840 
acress     Of  this  number,  539,772  acres  are  listed  as  farm  landso     4/    There  are 
24  townships  in  the  county,  all  coinciding  vdth  the  Congressional  townships 
with  the  exception  of  the  western  tier  on  the  river.     It  ranks  fourth  in  point 
of  size  in  the  state. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Plymouth  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes,  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land.    'The  drift  soils  cover  0.8  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Clarion  silt  loam — 0.7  percent,  and  Dickinson  loam — 1  pnrcp.ji^o     Tl'/-  ioess  soils 
cover  85.4  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  vi^-i.  ^rja/ 1  Icr^us— -81,3 
percent,  and  Knox  silt  loam — 4.1  percent.     The  te-'":'\a-:r^  k-Hs  cover  3,5  percent

TopOi^raphy 

There  are  two  rather  definite  types  of  topography  in  this  comity.  One 
which  is  characteristic  of  the  entire  area,  except  the  extreme  southwestern 
part,  is  that  of  a  gently  eroded  plain.     In  this  section  the  hills  are  smooth 
and  rounded  with  wide  shallow  valleys  interveningo     Tne  valleys  are  well  dev- 
elojped,  the  slopes  long  and  gentle,  and  the  bottom-lands  relatively  v/ide.  In 
only  a  few  instances  has  erosion  been  rapid  enough  to  form  steep  slopes.  These 
areas  are  found  along  Broken  Kettle  Creek  and  Bull  Run  in  Westfield  and  John- 
son tovmships,   south  of  Indian  Creek  in  northwestern  Greston  Tovmship,  for 
several  miles  west  of  the  bottom-lands  along  the  Jloyd  River  in  southern 
Washington  Township,  and  along  the  larger  streaans  in  eastern  Hungerford,  Lincoln 
and  31k  Plom  tov/nshij)s.     Bordering  the  "bottoms,  along  the  7est  Fork  Little  Sioux 
south  of  Kingsley,  and  the  lower  peart  of  VJhiskey  and  Mud  Creeks,  there  are 
rougher  and  steeper  lands.     There  the  valleys  rrnge  from  30  to  170  feet  helow 
the  surrounding  hills.     In  the  southwest  part  of  the  county,   southwest  of  a 
line  drawn  "between  '"estfield  and  James,  and  including  the  larger  part  of  Sioux 
and  Hancock  tov/nships  .-»nd  a  part  of  Perry  To\/nship,   the  surface  is  much  rougher. 
The  topography  is  strongly  rolling  to  hilly,  the  valleys  slopes  are  steep  and 
in  some  jDlaces  the  bluffs  rise  150  to  250  feet  ahove  the  "bottoms.  Extensive 
areas  of  terrace  and  second  bottom.-lands  are  developed  along  the  larger  streams. 
The  drainage  is  taken  care  of  by  the  Big  Sioux,  Broken  Kettle  Creek,  Perry 
Creek,  Ployd  River,  and  many  other  creeks.     The  general  slope  of  the  s'urface 
is  to  the  southwest.  _§/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  34  years  (1896-1930)  was  47ol  degrees.  The 
avercige  precipitation  for  54  years  (1876--1930)  Vi^as  27.72  inches,  and  the  grow- 
ing ses.son  between  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of  May  7  and  October  3  v/as 
149  days  for  34  years  (1896-1930).  7/ 

Population 

The  first  state  census,  1859,  of  Plymouth  County  listed  112  inhabitants. 
The  population  growth  has  been  steady  and  in  1930  there  were  24,159  residents 
in  the  county.     It  has  a  density  of  28  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared 
with  the  sta^te  density  of  44,     Tlie  following  table  shows  the  nunber  of  in- 
ha.bitants  by  ten  year  periods:

In  1930  the  percentage  of  foreign  "born  and  native  white  of  foreign  horn 
or  mixed  parentage  in  Plymouth  County  v;as  10,385,  or  42.9  percent  of  the  total 
population.    Of  this  number,  5,705  were  of  German  descent,  883  were  Luxembur- 
gers,   '359  were  English,  455  were  Swedish,  and  400  each  were  Netherlanders  and 
Danes.     Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations.  _12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  nine  cooperrcitive  insti tuoions  in  operation  in  this 
county — seven  elevators  and  two  ]3etrole\mi  plants. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  3,^85  members  of  v/hich  2,487  were  active,  and  6,176 
persons  did  business  v/ith  the  nine  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $810,895  .and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $4-24, 
390  ?rorth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusivelyo     Farchasing  cooperaoives  buy  non-farm  comiiiodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  13/ 

Fruit 

The  largest  apple  crop  in  Plymouth  County  was  in  1909  wnen  27,339  trees 
and  45,147  Dushels  were  reported.     Since  then,  apple  production  has  fallen 
off  seriously  and  in  1934  there  were  only  8,036  trees  and  3,678  bushels  re- 
ported.    Peaches  have  always  been  of  little  consequence.     Plums  had  their  big 
year  in  1909  when  15,999  trees  and  a  production  3,530  bushels  were  listed;  only 
2679  trees  and  394  bushels  were  listed  in  1934,     Cherries  had  4,730  trees  and 
a  crop  of  980  bushels  in  1909,  the  peak  year  for  cherries^     There  were  14,789 
grape  vines  in  1894  and  a  production  of  41,592  pounds  in  1909.     These  yyere  the 
years  of  greatest  numbers  and  greatest  production,  respectively*  14/

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Ilote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdo'^  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  com  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn 
Gilt  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each 
farm  vdiich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of 
production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  tnultiplied  by  the  yield 
(derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and 
added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  a.s  huskedo  This 
assuTiies  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  com 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yieldc     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tomships.     The  tovmship 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  soraewhat  high  since  they  are  based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  to_t_al  corn  acreage 
is  shoTO  by  township  v/ith  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the 
acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  table  figures  for  com  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  ratiltiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  a.t  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  to?mship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tov/nship 
yields  are,  therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  lovm  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  as- 
sessors' figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  Isat 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Tables  29<L30  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures.
